It is strongly suggested that both admission and financial aid 
applications to transfer institutions be submitted by January of 
the academic year PRIOR to the Fall or Winter term of the year 
you plan to transfer. So, if you wish to enroll in the August 
1988 or January 1989 term, you should submit your application no 
later than January 1988. Financial aid applications are 
sometimes available from universities and your campus Financial 
Aid office as early as December. You will need to obtain 
admission applications before that and apply for admission 
because you must be admitted to the transfer university to 
which you are applying before your application for financial 
aid can be considered by the university. 

Be aware that colleges and universities have early priority 
deadlines when applying for financial aid. Applications for 
financial aid received after priority deadlines are processed on 
a "first-come, first-served" basis. Most priority deadlines hold 
true whether the student enrolls for the semester that starts in 
August or January of the next academic year.
